Bradbury wrote "The Illustrated Man," but he has no con- 


nection with the film. In fact, he hadn't even read the script 
--and said he wouldn't, unless they asked him, He and 
Stelger are friends, though, so he often comes by to watch 
the shooting. 


The logistics of this film arc tremendous because through 


a third orlt, Stelger Is supposed to be tattooed from his neck 
to his feet. Because of the lime it takes to make him up with 
tne tattoos, the shooting schedule Is a nightmare, 


"It takes three hours to do those," Stelger said, holding up 


his hands to show the Intricate designs covering the palms, 
the fingers and the backs of the hands, "It lakes a day-nnd-a- 
half to do half a torso. It takes three days for the whole 
body, neck lo too. That's with six guys working on me. 


"At first, I felt like an emperor, with those six guys around, 


I-or about 37 minutes, that Is. Then I fell like a lousy private." 


Stciger's life Is governed, these days, by the tattoos. He 


can t wash or take a shower. He even has to watch how he 
brushes his teeth—or else the water will trickle down a 
finger and obliterate a design. 


"I made a deal with the studio," he says. "They have to 


supply mo with linens and towels while I'm In this make-up, 
1 wake up in the morning and the sheet Is tattooed." 


Art director Joel Schiller experimented with everything he 


could think of, trying to get a make-up that lasted longer, yet 
still photographed like a tattoo. He considered—and rejected 
—decals and painted body stockings. He tested different kinds 
of paints and wound up with one that is ordinarily used in tho 
silk screen process. 


"With some people," Stelger says, "this make-up lasts a 


lot longer than It does with me. ITvc always had a problem 
with make-up. Actually, I've always had a skin problem—I 
had bad acne as a kid. Even today, rny skin seems to drink 
up make-up. I put some on In the morning and It's gone by 
lunch." 


So far, though, he's taking the punishment with good grace. 


He. thinks It's, a,good part,In a good picture, so worth the 
cfToVt,' Thls'is his second straight picture with director 'Jade 
Smight. They already have a winner In their previous one, 
"No Way To Treat a Lady", that could easily be an Oscar 
nomination for Rod next year, 


If he wins with "In the Heat Of the Night" this year, as 


many expect, he could be on his way to two in a row. Many 
people believe he is America's finest movie actor, and the 
question is often asked: If you win the Oscar three times 
running, do you get to retire it? 


"I'd like very much to win the Oscar," Rod says, "It would 


be a great honor, and would also help to get a bigger variety 
of parts. Even though I've been getting good ones lately, I'm 
always aware that there is nothing as insecure as success' 
After every fat period, there is a fallow period."

Bloom in England.

or Sen. Eugene J. 


McCarthy. 


An Associated Press survey

occupying state house 


chairs express support for Pres- 
ident Johnson for renominatlon. 


Only one-Philip H. Hoff of 


Vermont—is unequivocally for 
Kennedy. One other— Harold E, 
Hughes of Iowa— may be learn- 
ing toward Kennedy or 
Mo 


Carthy. 


Six of the governors appear 


uncommitted. Two others stand 
apart from the party. 


Hoff stands alone among the 


Democratic 
governors 
in his 


break with President Johnson. 


"I have concluded," Hoff said 


last Friday, "that the only way 
in which our potentially disas- 
trous national course can be ar- 
rested Is through a change in 
our national leadership." 


Hoff said he welcomed Mc- 


Carthy's candidacy, but main- 
tained that Kennedy "offers the 
most realistic possibility for the 
people of America if we are to 
achieve the national regenera- 
tion that is so desperately need- 
ed." 


Hughes, a close friend of the 


President and chairman of the 
Democratic governors, said he 
will continue to support Johnson 
until it becomes clear the Presi- 
dent refuses to change his Viet- 
nam policies. 


"I 
may reach the point," 


Hughes said, "of totally and 
conclusively breaking with the 
current administration.. .1 have 
reached a decision that a policy 
.of guns and butter is not feasi- 
ble." 


The Iowa governor, who is 


running for Sen,, Bourke Hlcken- 
looper's seat, said he's keeping 
an open mind about Kennedy 
;and McCarthy. 
: 
Firm support for the Presi- 


'dent comes from governors in 
such states as Texas, his home 
state, and from Tennessee, West 
, Virginia and Delaware. 
•" Hawaii's Gov. John A. Burns 
said he's "pretty sure that Ha- 
wall will continue lo support the 


President in light of Johnson's 
outstanding record and especial- 
ly because Hawaii remembers 
him as a man who brought 
statehood to us." 


But Burns described Kenne- 


dy's 
aspirations as "interest- 


ing." He said the challenges 
"further demonstrate that the 
Democratic party is an open 
party*" 


New Hampshire Gov. John W. 


King, a leader of the controver- 
sial Johnson write-in campaign 
in the March primary there, is 
solidly in the Johnson camp. In- 
diana Gov. Roger D. Branigin 
has agreed to run as a Johnson 
standln in the state's May 7 
presidential primary. 


Gov. Otto Kerner of Illinois 


says he's with Johnson. So do 
Govs. Calvin L. Rampton of 
Utah and John N. Dempsey of 
Connecticut. 


New Jersey Gov. Richard J. 


Hughes says he's with Johnson 
all the way, charging that Ken- 
nedy's entry into the race could 
cause a "disruptive split" in the 
party. Robert E. McNair of 
South Carolina says he favors 
the President over either Mc- 
Carthy or Kennedy.

He was doing what he liked 
best at the time — playing 
duplicate bridge. 


Sidney was about my age 


and in the '30s was one of my 
toughest opponents. We never 
played together but were al- 
ways good friends. It didn't 
require much effort on my 
part. Sid was nice to every- 
body, and everybody 
liked 


him. 


The last several years he 


served as chairman of the 
A.C.B.L. charity committee 
and played In very few events, 
but whenever he did play he

made the game more pleas- 
ant for everyone. 


Here is a hand he played a 


few days before his death. 
The bidding was optimistic 
and the contract not the best, 
but the older we get the more 
we like to bid, and Sid never 
was an underbidder, even in 
his youth. 


East won the first trick 


with the ace of clubs after 
Sid played low from dummy. 
If East had returned a club 
it would have been impossible 
to bring the slam home, but 
East led back the jack of dia- 
monds. 


Sid ruffed and proceeded to 


run off all his trumps. The 
third trump lead didn't bother 
West. He let the eight of dia- 
monds go, but the 
fourth 


trump put him in a vise. He 
couldn't throw the ace of dia- 
monds, 
he 
was 
sure 
he 


couldn't afford a spade, and 
the best play appeared to be 
a low club. 


Sidney led his deuce of clubs 


(he had been careful to drop 
the jack on the first club 
lead), finessed dummy's ten 
and the king dropped West's 
queen. On the seven of clubs 
play West must discard either 
the ace of diamonds or a 
spade, and the hand is made.
